Through a friend he ascer- 
tained the suspected man’s address and 
It was Claude Mures, em- 


ployed on the French Pavilion at the 


World's Fair. 

Mr. Fromang the following day sent 
Charles Gray, a shoemaker employed by 
him, to the French Pavilion, where he 
found Mures at work. When asked to 
make the $10 check good the Frenchman 
looked surprised and sald that he had 
never given it to Mr. Fromang. Gray 
testified, however, that he admitted. 
having purchased shoes at the store the 
day the check was passed. 

Man Arrested Twice, 


When Mr. Fromang found that Grav 
had been unsuccessful he himself wen! 
to see Mures, and was met with the 
same denial. He then swore out @ war- 
rant for obtaining money under fals 
pretenses, and Mures was arrested. The 
warrant was improperly drawn, and the 
man was dismissed. 

The grand jury which convened 2 
short time after that found an indict- 
ment against Mures on the same charge 
as that stated in the warrant and the 
unhappy man was again taken Into cus- 
tody. When presented before Judgs 
Taylor, however, he was again dis- 
missed, this time on the ground that 
he had already been acquitted of the 
charge. 

The suit for false imprisonment and 
malicious prosecution was then filed by 
Mures. At the trial he was asked to 
write a number cf names in the pres- 
ence of the jury.

Eleven years were added to the sen- 
tence of Frank Ashby. who was reccived 
at the Indiana Reformatory, in Jeffer- 
sonville, because he had served a pre- 
vious term, and for the reason that he 
was known as a confirmed chicken 
thief. The crime on which Ashby was 
convicted was petit larceny, but Judge 
Hiram Francisco of MaJison, who tried 
the culprit, made the sentence from one 
to fourteen years, instead of one to 
three, under the habitual criminal law 
of Indiana. His first conviction was 
Oct. 30, 1901. 

The commitment papers show _ that 
Ashby was found guilty of stealing % 
chickens, of the value of $12, and a 
‘jJohnboat,” worth $8, all of the value 
of $20, from William Stewart, who lives 
at Marble Hill, Jefferson County, Ind., 
between Bethiehem and Madison. The 
offense was committed on ihe night » 
Sept. 12, and a lively chase down the 
river, which ended at Louisville, fol- 
lowed. Stewart said neighbors had 
been missing chickens, and Ashby was 
suspected, but no one was able to caich 
him. Stewart “laid for him,” but Ash- 
by eluded him. 

Early on the morning of Sept. 12, 
Stewart found that his chicken house 
had been looted and that his ‘“‘john- 
boat’’ wus gone. He lost little time in 
procuring another skiff and starting 
down the river, but Ashby kept ahead 
of him and did not leave the channel 
to pull to shore to rest. Time and again 
Stewart was in sight of Ashby, but 
could not overtake him. Stewart was 
armed with a shotgun, Dut could not 
get in shooting distance.

Financial Rights of Housekeepers Urged by Speakers at Feder- 
ation Meetings—St. Louisans Tell of Tricks Women 


Without Regular 

Regular allowances of money for 
wives and daughters is one of the fore- 
most questions now before the club 
women of the United States. The sub- 
ject came up for discussion at the meet- 
ing at Joliet, Ill, of the LIllinols State 
Federation of Woman's Clubs, and the 
women agreed that want of allowances 
and ignorance concerning the finances 
of husbands caused many family diffi- 
cnuities and was at the bottom of much 
of the dishonesty practiced by women 
upon their husbands 

Their remarks and 
the matter in St. Louts has developed 
sufficient evidence to suggest to the 
man who pays bDbilis, but gives no al- 
lowances, that dressmaker bills are not 
all they seem and that the meat on 
tre butcher's bill is not always meat. 

As yet no special place has been given 
the topic on the program for the ses- 
sion of the Eighth District of Missouri, 
Thursday, Nov. 2, in Grand Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, but it is probable 
that it will receive attention. 

Mrs. Belle C. Kimball of the Fort- 
nightly Club of Kirkwood, one of the 
best-known club women itn Missouri, 
said in regard to the subject: “In my 
opinion, it is impossible to conduct a 
household properly without a stated al- 
lowance. A woman cannot manage her 
affairs unless she knows how much 
money she has to expend. 


Advice for Newly Wed. 


advise every young married man 
to begin that way and to continue if 
he wishes to keep free from trouble 
Girls growing up should be given cer- 
tain allowances and thus be taught the 
value of money. 

“Personally I do not know any woman 
who resorts to the method of receiving 
money from the merchant with whom 
she has an account and having it 
charged as merchandise, but I under- 
stand that it is done. 

“Having always had an allowance of 
my own since my childhood, I can 
hardly understand the position of a 
woman who does not have money to do 
with as she thinks best.

I take charge of the coal and 
the taxes: she attends to the rest, even 
to the providing for wedding presents 
and the entertainment of an extra num- 
ber of guests, as was the case last year. 
In such instances I increase her allow. 
ance. 

“The custom of g0ing to merchants 
for advances of money that are charged 
as goods is common in all large cities. 
When -t is not countenanced In the large 
houses the smaller ones are tried. The 
grocers and butchers are sometimes 
obliging Men do not often go into 
the details of the bill, merely noticing 
the final figure. 

“The system besides its evil effect 
upon the honesty of the woman, serves 
as a temptation to the dealer. If he can 
overcharge for the wife’s benefit why 
can't. he do so for his own? The 
wife can never complain if he does so.’

Plan to Beautify City and to

sideration by any means. Even a mild 
piece of gossip is occasionally passed. along 
from one friend to another, apropos, per- 
haps, of ‘soyneone seen in the crowds or at 
the chureh services—or someone not seen.

Nursery Notes. 


FTER a child has been vaccinated great care 


should be taken for a day or two to prevent 
any water getting on the arm, as it is apt 


to destroy the effects of the operation. 

Walking Too Soon.—When the baby can sit up 
straight and strong it can be safely propped up 
with pillows and allowed to amuse itself, but serious 
harm can come from forcing babies to sit before they 
ave strong enough. Early walking is dangerous, 
especially for city ehildren. Hosts of children ac- 
quire weak ankles, bandy legs and knockknees from 
being urged or permitted to walk when too young, 

At the first indication of Ciphthertia im the throat 
of a child, make the room close, take a tin cup and 


pour into it an equal quantity of tar and turpen-— 


tine; then hold the cup over a fire so as to fill the 
room with the fumes. The patient, in inhaling the 
fumes, will cough and spit up the membranous mat- 
ter and the diphtheria will pass off. The fumes of 
the tar and turpentine lessen the trouble in the 
throat, and thus afford the relief that has baffled the 
skill of physicians to give.
